Yes, We Do Need Industry Here 


(First of a Series) 
Often it has been said ‘‘Andover needs more industry" 


With that statement we wholeheartedly agree. 


Yet, before outlining the reasons we believe are valid 


arguments for additional industry here, may we point out 


this little-known fact: 


Andover has been a well-balanced industrial-residen- 


tial community. 


The State Department of Commerce publishes a mono- 


graph which clearly points out that a fair balance of in- 


dustry to residences has been maintained here during 


years past. 


So the matter of needing new industry is not an old, 


often-debated problem. 


Rather, 


it is something a little 


new to most men and women in the town. Yet despite its 


newness, -it is perhaps more pressing than any other sin- 


ble problem now facing the community. 


The once-favorable balance is being destroyed by the 
torrential rush into our residential areas. Dwellings are 


being constructed in these areas at such a rapid rate that 
the town is hard pressed to keep up with extensions of 
routine services demanded by new residents. 


To make matters more difficult, 


newcomers to the town 


are also building in areas once considered farm or pas-
